Rhodes Scholar is Wounded for 
the Second Time. 



FOUNDER OF THE DAILY. 



Brilliantly Versatile Graduate is 
Captain in the Royal Flying 
Corps. 



Word has reached the University 
that Captain W. F. G . Murray, Arts 
12. Rhodes Scholar from MeOiU In 
1913. ».id founder of McGlll Daily. Is 
In hospital in Prance suffering from 
injuries received In action in the 
Royal Plying Corps In France. The 
details of the injury to Captain Mur- 
ray are meagre. Such Information Its 

is uvailiihle is contained in a letter 
from the youn guvintor himself, writ- 
ten in a dressing station in France 
ten days ago. He simply stutes I hat 
he has been in n "had crash," and 
that his hack Is Injured. 

Captain "Hill" Murray was in Fin- 
land attending to his studies ut Ox- 
ford when the war was declared. He 
Immediately enlisted in King Fdward's 
Horse, hut after a short period of ser- 
vice with this unit was transferred to 
the Royal Flying Corps as a second 
lieutenant. He has since heen con- 
nected with the Royal Flying Corps, 
and is now recognized as one of the 
most efficient flyers In that brunch 
of the service. 

For a year he has held the rank of 
captain, being u flight commander and 
being employed on special detail in 
Intelligence work. Last year he was 
brought down In a fight with a Her- 
man plane, and had both shoulders 
broken and his collar bone fractured 
as well. He was struck In mid-air on I 
this occasion, but by dint of skilful 
manipulation of his machine manag- 
ed to land behind the Hrltlsh lines. 

Captain Murray was one of the 
most' versutlle students ever turned 

out of McQlll, to which University 
he came from Hrltlsh Columbia with 
an exceptional record. In that prov- 
ince his chief academic achievement 
lny tn capturing the Governor Oen- 
r-rnl's medal by an exceptionally high 
standard, which set a record In this 
competition which was open to the 
province at large. During his Hiith 
School course he wits never equalled 
cither in any Individual subject or In 
any aggregate of subjects. At .McGlll. 
U.C., he easily headed his class with 
first rank honours, and entered the 
University at the top of the list of 
second year exhibition winners. At 
the sessional examinations in 1910 he 
received a first class mark in all sub- 
jects, being especlaly distinguished in 
classics and literature. In this third 
year at McClll he entered the honours 
class in Fngllsh and History, and 
was awarded second rank honours. In 
his final year he specialized In the 
Department of History, being the writ- 
er of several theses of note, the most 
notable of which dealt with the Far 
Fast and with Pacific .Supremacy. One 
of the features of Capt. Murray's aca- 
demic career wus the winning of the 
McKenzic Scholarship In the third and 
fourth years. 

In athletics Capt. Murray specializ- 
ed on the track, and especially at one 
mile and seven mile distances. Un- 
doubtedly his most notable athletic 
achievement was his establishment of 
u record for the McClll around-the- 
Mountaln rond race. u. distance of 
seven and three-quarter miles, which 
he negotiated In 38 mln. 41 sec. Next 
to this ranks his captaincy of the 
championship McGlll harrier team in 
the Inter-colleglate meet of 1910. Then 
there was his dramatic victory at the 
Thirteenth Annual Inter-collegiate 
Track Championships, In 1911, when 
he won the mile event when It was 
the turning point In what brought to 
McClll the first senior championship 
in five years. During the summer of 
1910 he Competed In the summer meets 
of the M.A.A.A.. culminating a long 
series of successes by winning the 
mile event from a representative field 
at the annual M. A. A. A. Cham- 
pionships. Besides this record in 
Eastern Canada he has to his credit a 
BCore of wins at various athletic 
meets at the principal centres of his 
native province. 

It wus, however, in the province of 
undergraduate organization that lay 
Capt. Murray's special prowess. While 
still at the Vancouver High School, 
"Bill" was prominently engaged in 
student activities. As editor of the 
rollege Argus he scored tt distinct 
triumph, und as winner of the first 
oratorical and debating contest held 
In the school forecasted greater 
achievements that were to come. At 
McCiii B. C, Capt. Murray was class 
president, captain of a winning track 
team, president of a literary society, 
member of the Alma Mater Society, 
and associate editor of the Annual. 

At McGill Capt. Murray's chief claim 
to distinction In this respect was the 
organization and conduct of McGlll 
Dally. In this connection It la Inter- 
esting to note that the Students' Coun- 
cil of 1909 appointed him editor of the 
Martlet for the following session. 
Thereupon he set about a scheme for 
the foundation of a daily University 
newspaper conducting an organiza- 
tion campaign In the face of consid- 
erable opposition and scepticism. His 
sterling optimism, however, was suf- 
ficient to overcome all obstacles, with 
the result that on October 1, 1911. Mc- 
Clll was able to boast of the first col- 
lege dally newspaper In the Domln-

Serbia in Reality Only Given 24 
Hours to Reply to Ultima- 
tum. 



"Premier Pashltch did everything 
but commit Serbia to a policy of poli- 
tical suicide. There he drew the line, 
and It was because Aust-.ia had de- 
cided that she would he ountent with 
nothing less than the ^political sui- 
cide of BerMa that she was not con- 
tent with concessions such as no In- 
dependent state In modern times has 
ever made." said Dr. C. W. Colby, in 
deulim! with the Serbian reply to the 
48 hours' Austrian ultimatum. In his 
lecture on "The Diplomatic Crisis," in 
the "Europe at War" series at the 
Royal Victoria Ccjlege yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

In opening his lecture. Dr. Colby 
pointed out that the time limit of the 
note was In reality twenty-four hours 
or lesR, since the Foreign Secretaries 
of the Serbian tîovernment were away 
on their holidays and expected no such 
trouble. No time wns given for Ser- 
bia to consult with the Kntente Pow- 
ers, who might be regarded as willing 
to assist her In the crisis which had 
arisen. The reply which was made 
by Serbia on .Inly 25, 1914, was ex- 
tremely conciliatory in tone, the ten 
sections of the Austrian note being 
answered In detnil. The Serbian Gov- 
ernment agreed to dissolve the Nor- 
odnn Odhr.mii, and any other organi- 
zations which were agitating against 
Austrian rule, but In general expressed 
a wish to preserve friendly relations 
with the Hapshurgs, and to submit 
the whole matter to the Hague Tri-

• Mc'eiJ by M P Whelen, seconded 
by H . Mouqutn, that If a fine be im- 
posed, it be extended to the first and 
aecond years alike— that the meeting 
place itself on record as not being m 
favour of the Imposition of a fine, 
and that the Students' Council recom- 
mend to the Committee on Morals and 
Discipline that should a fine be Im- 
posed, It be aa small as possible." 

This la the resolution adopted at 
the meeting of the Second Year of 
the University, the students' Council 
und pie chairman of the Committee 
on Morals and Discipline, held yester- 
day afternoon In the great hall of the 
Students' Union, to deal with the 
question of the fine which the Com- 
mittee of Morals and Discipline is to 
Impose on students of the Second Yeur 
in connection with their conduct on 
Thursday last. At the meeting Dean 
Moyse, chairman of the Committee on 
Morals and Discipline, came out 
strongly against further operation of 
the annual inter year ''scrap," while 
various speakers came out JubI ua 
strongly tn favour of its continuance, 
provided damage to property did not 
result, and provided proper precau- 
tions were taken to guarsl against in- 
jury to participants. 

For nearly two hours debating was 
carried on regarding different point» 
at issue. The meeting waa called by 
Frank B. Common, president of the 
Students' Council, In order that the 
opinion of the Second Year might be 
sought regarding the fine and upon 
whom It should be Imposed. Much 
of the discussion proved extraneous, 
it being finally Incorporated In the 
resolution ubove reproduced, that the 
flna be imposed upon the year us a 
whole. 

When Mr. Common called the meet- 
ing to order a few minutes after five 
o'clock there were approximately 100 
atudentB in the hall. Mr. Common re- 
lated the circumstances surrounding 
the calling of the meeting and the 
opinions which had been expressed by 
Dean Moyse to him (Common) as pre- 
sident of the Students' Council. The 
fine was to be imposed not merely to 
cover the damage done to University 
property, but to serve as a correc- 
tive measure for trespass upon Uni- 
versity property, and as a penalty for 
concerted absence from leqtures, thta 
being classed as an offence againB 
University discipline. 

Various Second Year men asked 
questions relating to the points at Is- 
sue, all of which Mr. Common en- 
deavored to answer so far as his 
knowledge of the matter extended. 

When Dean Moyse arrived at the 
meeting, he took up several of the 
points which had been brought up. 
The University buildings, he said, 
were used conformably to University 
rules, and he did not think that the 
builders of any of them had In mind 
that they would be used for a tem- 
porary place of detention. If the 
students took possession of any build- 
ing, they were amenable to law, and 
the University could take drastic ac- 
tion to have them ejected. Dealing 
with absence from lectures, which he 
believed was general with the First 
and Second Years, throughout the 
University Inst Thursday, Dr. Moyse 
asked the students present if they 
thought this was a respectable and 
proper way to treat the members of 
the staff who had come to lecture at 
appointed, hours, and In appointed 
places. This point, Dr. Moyse said, 
weUi-ed perhaps more than any other 
with the Committee of Morals and 
Discipline, It was "quite a serious 
thing." 

Regarding the imposition of the fine, 
Dr. Moyse could only refer to the ac- 
tion of his committee at the time of 
similar disturbances last year, when 
that body hud stated that should an 
Incident of this kind occur again, a 
fine would be imposed. After refer- 
ring to the Students' Council as a 
body he had always found of great 
help In retaining peace and harmony 
among the different elements of the 
University, Dr. Moyse stated that It 
would be to him one of the happiest 
things of his life If, after all his years 
of service at the University, he could 
leave it with the annual Freshman- 
Sophomore "scrap" a thing of the past. 
The students had certainly gone be- 
yond -their rights In taking possession 
of University property. Replying to a 
statement by a Second Year student 
that First Year men had also been 
Implicated In the disturbances In that 
they Intended to attack the Sopho- 
mores, the Dean said that his com- 
mittee must take Into consideration 
what actually took place, and not what 
might have been. 

"We, as McClll men, should be 
rightfully surprised to find any effort 
to suppress the "scrap" after all the 
years It has existed ,and after all It 
has meant to generitlons of stu- 
dents," said T. t. Heeney. Second 
Year Science president. In defending 
the action of the Sophomores. The 
latter, he said, wanted Intelligent and 
sympathetic consideration of their ac- 
tlvltlee. They hod recognised proper- 
ty rights, he claimed. In that they had 
avoided private property and remain -

YOUR MISTAKE AGAIN! QUEEN'S. 

The following is a portioii of au editorial appearing in Queen's 
University Journal of the issue of October 20th: 0t 

It has meant that every undergraduate has 
been trained in responsibility and service, and that every gradu- 
ate who left our Halls has been proud that he was a Queen's man 
and a graduate of THE ONLY SELF-GOVERNING UNIVER- 
SITY IN AMERICA. - ' 
The capitals are our own. Where the editor of the Queen's Uni 
versity Journal secured the information upon which he bases his 
editorial is unknown to us; however, one thing is known, not only to 
us, but to every University publication in Canada, and we venture to 
say in America, (which keeps abreast of the times), and that is that 
Queen 's University is NOT by any means the only University in 
Canada, much less in America, which enjoys the privilege of self- 
government. 

Upon glancing through this same issue of the Journal we find a 
couple of articles clipped from the McGill Daily (duly acknowledged) 
and this fact goes to show at least that our paper is read by the Jour- 
nal V staff. If this is true, where did the editor get the impression 
that McGill is not a self-governing University! What does the edi- 
tor think the Students' Council is elected for? In the present issue 
he may read of one of the many duties which the Council is called 
upon to perform. The Committee of Morals and Discipline at McGil! 
before levying any fine on the students concerned in the recent 
Freshman-Sophomore contest consulted the Students' Council, which 
is the ONLY RECOGNIZED MEDIUM BETWEEN STUDENTS 
AND UNIVERSITY AUTHORITIES AND THE GENERAL PUB- 
LIC. Is that definite enough for you, Mr. Editor? The present is 
sue is not by any means the first of this session's which pointed out 
that this was the function of the Council, not in so many words, per- 
haps, but in a way that imparted the information, in a no less cer- 
tain manner. While we are dealing with the question it might not be 
out of place to state a few facts regarding the body of students con- 
trolling the destiny of the student body. 

The Students' Council is the executive council of the Students' 
Society, a body which embraces in its membership all undergraduates 
of the University who have paid the universal fee for the current ses- 
sion. Its business is to administer all the business of the Students' 
Society, to strive to promote social life and academic unity among 
the students, and to control all funds contributed by the general body 
of students to any undergraduate enterprise. The Executive Council 
also has power to act as a court before which any students may be 
called to account for a misdemeanor, although this latter function 
is rarely exercised. The management and control of the McGill Daily 
are by constitution vested in this Executive Council. Without go- 
ing into too great detail the above are the functions, duties and 
powers of the Students' Council, and are surely clear enough to de- 
monstrate beyond all cavil that McGill students possess self-govern- 
ment to the highest possible degree compatible, of course, with the 
proper conduct of a University. 

The duty of an editor, to come back to the subject immediately 
in hand, is to express sensible, truthful views on topics coming with- 
in the scope of his work, and not to splash ink recklessly or incorpor- 
ate in the productions of his pen extraneous random thoughts which 
happen to wander across his editorial mind. In other words he is 
supposed to know- what he is talking about. We are, however, driven 
to the conclusion that this prerequisite is sadly lacking in the in- 
dividual who occupies the editorial chair on the Journal published 
by the Alma Mater Society of Queen's University. We might add, as 
a postscript, that about this time last year we were forced to correct 
a false statement appearing in the editorial column of the Queen's 
Journal. Might we inquire if this is an annual epidemic!

Dear Sir,— With reference to tht» 
article which appeared in yesterday's 
Dally complaining of the inactivity of 
the "Lit.," does it not appear to you 
that your representative should have 
obtained all possible information on 
the subject, before writing on such an 
Important subject.

The Royal Military College of 
Canada. 



THERE are few national institution» 
of more value and interest to the 
country than the Koyal Military Col- 
lege of Canada. Notwithstanding, this. 
Its object and the work it la accomplish- 
ing are not sufficiently understood by the 
general public. 

The College is a Oovernment Institu- 
tion, designed primarily for the purpose 
of giving Instructions in all branches of 
military science to Cadets and Officers of 
the Canadian Militia. In fact, It corre- 
sponds to Woolwich and Sandhurst. 

The Commandant and military Instruc- 
tors are all officers on the active list of 
the Imperial army, lent for the purpose, 
and there Is In addition a complete staff 
of professors for the civil subjects 
which form such an Important part of 
the College cours*. Medical attendance 
is also provided. 

Whilst the College Is organised on a 
strictly military basis the cadets receive 
a practical and scientific training In 
subjects essential to a sound modern 
education. 

The course Includes a thorough ground- 
ing In Mathematics, Civil Engineering, 
Surveying, I'hyslcs, Chemistry, French 
and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at the 
Cnlleg* Is one of the most valuable fea- 
tures of the course, and In addition, the 
constant practice of gymnastics, drills and 
outdoor exercises of all kinds, ensures 
health and excellent physical condition. 

Commissions In all branches of the Im- 
perial servie* and Canadian Permanent 
Fore* are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation Is consider- 
ed by the authorities conducting the ex- 
amination for Dominion Ijind Surveyor 
to be equivalent to a university degree, 
and »y the Regulations of the Ijiw So- 
ciety of Ontario, It obtains the same ex- 
emptions a* a PA degree. 

The length of the course Is three years 
In three terms of ?H months each. 

The total cost of the course, Includlnr 
board, uniform, Instructional material, 
and all extras Is about M00. 

Th* annual competitive examination for 
admission to the college, tRkes place In 
May of each year, at the hendquartera r> 
the several military districts.

A most Interesting meeting of the Y . 
W. was held yesterday afternoon, 
when Miss Brittaln gave a splendid 
lecture on Lubrador. Although a bus- 
ketbull practice, several tennis games 
and the French charades rehearsal 
were In progress at the same time, 
about thirty or thirty-five people were 
fortunate enough to be present. 

The Journey to Lubrador Is rather 
tedious and broken. In fact, at one 
j place Miss Brit lain was forced to stay 
I over five days because the boat was 
; almost a week late, which was to take 
them up the coast. This slowness and 
j being behind the schedule Is a happy 
characteristic Unpeople of Labrador 
have. At times It is rather aggra- 
vating, but it is also to a Certain de- 
gree rather refreshing not to be ex- 
pected to be on time. 

The trip up the coast Is delightful 
If there Is no fog, and the climate 
iiulte makes up for Inconveniences ex- 
perienced through bad weather and 
bad food. Along the Newfoundland 
const the country Is rather hilly, with 
numerous trees, but Labrador has few- 
trees, being covered with a low shrub 
bery. Here also are many flowers 
and berries which we do not find In 
this district — a splendid summer resort 
for scientists who are botannically In 
cllned. 

The colouring of the landscape Is 
perfectly gorgeous — grey reindeer 
moss, green shrubbery, brlfeht berries 
with deep blue water and sky. 

The coast of Labrador is a series 
of bluffs broken frequently by Inden 
tutlons where one finds the fishing 
settlements. Boats pass up and down, 
but only call at the ports when the 
fancy takes the cuptaln. A delay of a 
week In muklng a Journey Is not of 
the slightest Importance to them. This 
isolation Is a great druwback to the 
Inhabitants. If u person Is taken 111 
they have to walk miles and miles 
over land for help, unless the weather 
Is particularly (lue, and they can 
travel by water. Consequently the 
death-rate Is very greut. To remedy 
this Dr. Grenfell travels from one set 
tlement to another with his hospital 
boats, and ulso big hospitals have 
been founded at Indian Harbour, Bat- 
tle Harbour, and Harrington. Dr. 
West, a McGill graduate, is in charge 
of one of these hospitals. It might be 
mentioned here that his wife ia Rosalie 
Waterman, of '15. 

The school enterprise is rather 
new In Li/irador. It Is under the con- 
trol of the Newfoundland Government, 
and a few teachers are sent over from 
St. John's. But It Is not possible for 
teachers to remain In many of the 
settlements (luring the winter, because 
aCC jrmnodatlon Is bo miserable. How- 
ever, teachers and students from the 
United States, and a very few from 
Canada, go up there in the summer, 
voluntarily, and give their services 
for five, six or In some rases seven 
weeks, as teachers. It was in this 
capacity that Miss Brittaln was there 
this hummer. For three weeks she 
t'iught with Mlns Mlllen at L'Anse du 
Loup. Unfortunately an epidemic of 
n'i-pslea broke out and prevented them 
fioin continuing their school, al- 
though they were able to give their 
services in other ways. 

An epidemic In the Labrador dis- 
trict is an extremely serious matter, 
when one considers that sixty-five out 
of 100 were ill with measles In L'Anse 
du Loup. People consider that it Is 
the Lord's will, and they have to catch 
it, so that it ia difficult to Isolate the 
cases. An illness Is n source of ex- 
citement, and consequently the In- 
habitants flock to the house where 
the sickness is, and the epidemic is 
thus spread with great rapidity. The 
men catch It, and they are the wage 
earners, and so the population Is pov- 
erty-stricken. The man Is the all Im- 
portant member of the family, even

workers. The men fish from early

ed on property belonging to the Uni- 
versity. 

J. A. McDougall, president of the 
class of Medicine "20, and speaking 
for his class, thought that the posi- 
tion of the Sophomores In the mat- 
ter under discussion was not yet ful- 
ly understood. They were acting pure- 
ly on the defensive. The Freshmen 
had taken the Initiative, Mr. McDou- 
gall claimed, and the Sophomores had 
been forced to act. not In any spirit 
of antagonism to University discipline, 
but In order that they might look out 
for themselves. It was their plan that 
with a sufficient number of Fresh- 
men taken prisoners there would be 
no "scrap." When they learned that 
this action was against the wishes 
of the University authorities, they 
had Immediately desisted. The Fresh- 
men had been well cared for during 
their term in captivity. 

R. W. Edmlson spoke along the 
same linen, and asked for a statement 
from the Council as to the feeling 
prevalent throughout the University 
with regard M the continuance of 
the "scrap." In reply Mr. Common 
stated that he rather thought that the 
concensus of opinion would be In fa- 
vour of its continuance provided the 
proper precautions were taken with 
regard to property damage and In- 
Jury to participants. After an able 
summary of the whole situation hy 
the President of the Council, and a 
statement by Dr. Moyse that the mat- 
ter would be brought before the Com- 
mittee on Morals and Discipline for 
further considérât Ion, the meeting 
closed with cheers for the Students' 
Council, proposed by members of the 
Second Tear. 



At the annual meeting of the Wo- 
men's Canadian Club held In April. 
1916, the following business was 
transacted: The committee first de- 
livered their report concerning the 
inauguration of a Women's War Re- 
gister. The committee were unani- 
mously of opinion that the time had 
come when the women of Montreal 
should have a means of recording their 
readiness to serve their country and Its 
cause by personal service, to reinforce 
the labour market, as need might arise 
either by replacing the men who wish- 
ed to enlist or by aiding the. develop- 
ment of the country by professional, 
cleric! 1, commercial, industrial and 
agricultural work. The committee 
therefore recommended that the Club 
authorize Its F.xecutlve to call an open 
public meeting to inaugurate a Wo- 
men's War Register, and that at such 
a meeting a large general committee 
be formed of those Interested, nnd two 
small Executive* be appointed to work 
as French and English-speaking sec- 
tions. 

In accordance with the recommen- 
dation a public meeting was held in 
the R. V. C. on June 6th, 1916. A 
War Register was formed, with Miss 
Hurlbatt as chairman, based largely 
upon the fori* and appeal of the Board 
of Trade. Kngland, Issued in March, 
1915, modified, however to suit local 
needs. 

This AVar Register had Its tempor- 
ary office at the R. V. C. It was lo- 
cated In tlhs building from June 12th 
to the end of July, the hours of regis- 
tration being from. 10 to 12 a.m., dally. 
The object of this register waB to ob- 
tain particulars of women not em- 
ployed, but available for employment 
when called upon. 

During the month and a half that 
the Register was held in the R. V. C. 
203 women registered, although it waB 
the holiday season. Nearly 20 per 
cent, were wives of soldiers, and 
about 25 per cent, were women who 
had formerly been employed in fac- 
tories. It was understood that the 
service of women whose names were 
on the list would not be sought until 
three sources of supply at least were 
exhausted, namely, returned soldlerB, 
men physlcaly unfit for military ser- 
vice and women employed but tem- 
porarily out of employment. It was 
not intended to thrust new labour up- 
on the market If the supply was suf- 
ficient, but women were urged to 
register at once, to demonstrate that 
a reserve of labour existed. 

On August 3lBt, 1916, a letter was 
sent to 250 members of the Manufac- 
turers' Association, to 250 Bnnks and 
Insurance offices, drawing attention 
to the opening of the Register, and ex- 
plaining its object and functions. 

On October 18th a letter was sent 
to every society of women In Montreal, 
together with a printed form and ap- 
peal. This letter asked for the co-op- 
eration of the society to which It was I 
sent, In carrying out the work of the 
Register. 

The office of the Register had mean- | 
while been moved from Its temporary 
quarters in the R. Vt C It opened 
on Monday, Sept. 11th, in an office 
on Beaver Hall Hill, kindly lent by the 
Guarantee Company of North Amer- 
ica, since which date 117 women have 
registered. 

The Committee of the Women's War 
Reglsler has heard with the greatest 
satisfaction that the Government has 
provided for the organization of Na- 
tional Service. Upon the announce- 
ment made public on October 13th of 
the intention to establish Women's 
National Service Hoards throughout 
the Dominion, the committee wrote to 
Sir Thomas Talt and to Mr. Sherrarrt, 
placing the organization of the Wo- 
men's War Register at their disposal. 
The Committee feel that the action of 
the women of Montreal In organizing 
the Register lust Spring has not only 
begun to bear fruit In practical use- 
fulness, hut has been fully Justified by 
thlH latest event. It has now become 
part of a national policy to call upon 
women to contribute their services to 
meet the Industrial and othe.r needs of 
the country, nnd it Is a matter of sat- 
isfaction that women in this city had 
already organized themselves for 
these same purposes.

Must be Packed Well. 



Uncertainty surrounds the report- 
ed death of Lieut. Henry Hutton Scott, 
Law '14. who was serving with a 
Jrenadier Guards Battalion from this 
city on the French front. Although 
the Canadian Eye-Witness report is- 
sued at an early hour this morning re- 
cords the circumstances surrounding 
his death. W. H . Scott, Law '12. his 
brother, has received no official word 
and believes that It may be another | 
I, lent. Scott, of the same battalion, who 
is referred to. The Eye- Witness states 
that while the company with which 
Lieut. Scott, son of Canon Scott, of 
'Quebec, was engaged in making a 
charge, paused in order to wait for an 
artillery barrage to lift, this officer 
was hit. For some time his men did 
not know that he had been shot and 
instantly killed, but when they did 
.liscover this fact, so incensed were 
they that they advanced immediately 
and occupied their objective. The 
fact that the Lieut. Scott referred to 
Is mentioned as the son of Canon 
Scott, of Quebec, lends colour to the 
belief that It Is the McGil) graduate 
In Law who was killed. 

Lieut. H. H. Scott Is 23 years of 
•ige, and the son of Rev. Canon F. G. 
;<eott. past student, who. Is now sen- 
ior chaplain of the First Canadiun Di- 
vision, and whose bravery at the front 
has won for him the devotion of the 
soldiers with whom he has been 
brought in contact, as .well as the 
award of a commandership In the Qr- 
der of St. Michael and St. George. 
Hov. Canon Scott is the well known 
Canadian poet. Born at Quebec, Lieut. 
Scott studied at pne of the educational 
Institutions of that city before coming 
to McGlll and entering the Faculty of 
Law. On graduation he entered the 
legal firm of Meredith, Uplden and 
Co., In this city, and was with this 
firm when he enlisted as a lieutenant 
in the Grenadier Guards Battalion un- 
der Brigadier-General Melghen, Arts 
'89. He trained at Montreal and at 
St. Johns, Que., and went overseas 
last spring. His battalion has since 
been attached to the Fourth Canadian 
Division. 

A brother of Lieut. Scott, W. B. 
Scott, Law '12, and a former member 
of the Students' Council, went over- 
seas as a private In the 14th Royal 
Montreal Battalion of the First Can- 
udlan Division, und was wounded In 
the eye not long after he landed in 
France. He Is now In the city prac- 
tising law.

The followmg instructions re the 
sending of parcels to prisoners of war 
in Germany have been received by the 
"Daily" from the Post Office au- 
thorities at Ottawa: 

The Pout Office Department has 
been notified by the British I'ost Of- 
fice that assay parcels sent from Can- 
ada to Prisoners of War In Germany 
are being received lu London in a 
damaged condition, so that frequently 
they have to be repacked before they 
can be forwarded to Holland for 
transmission to Germany. The Uri:- 
ish l'ost Office adds that in most cases 
the damage appears to be due to the 
fact that the parcels were inadequate- 
ly packed by the senders. 

The public are warned, therefore, 
that parcels for 1'rlsoners of War, un- 
less they are very strongly pucked, 
will probably arrive in such a condi- 
tion as to be of little or no use to the 
recipients. 

Ordinary thin cardboard boxes, such 
as shoe-boxes, and thin wooden boxes 
should not be used; nor does a single 
sheet of ordinary brown paper af- 
ford sufficient protection. Even 
where proper materials are used, it Is 
important that the contents should be 
tightly packed so as not to shake 
about during transit. The following 
forms of packing are recommended: 

(1) — Strong double cardboard or 
straw hoard boxes. Those made of 
corrugated cardboard and having lids 
which completely enclose the sides of 
the box are the most suitable. 

(2) — Tin boxes such as are used for 
packing biscuits. 

(3) — Strong wooden boxes. 

(4) — Several folds of stout packing 
paper. 

The British authorities advise that 
parcels fur Prisoners of War in <Vr- 
muny must not be wrapped in linen, 
calico, canvas, or any other textile 
material. 

Parcels posted in Canada for Pris- 
oners of War In Germany which have 
not been adequately pucked by the 
senders will not be forwarded, but will 
be returned to the senders, as the 
British Post Office has .notified the 
Department that purcels which ure In- 
adequately packed must be returned 
to the sender.

- A substitute 
which Serbia suggested was that the 
crisis should be submitted to the 
same group of the Great Powers which 
had adjusted the difficulties which 
had existed between Austria and Ser- 
bia in 1909 over the annexation of 
Bosnia. » 

During the week which followed the 
Serbian reply to the Austrian note, 
European powers, passed 'through the 
most critical . period since Napoleon's 
escape from Elba, the excitement be- 
ing more Intense In 1914 by reason of 
the fact that there was a chance that 
war might yet be averted. It was ob- 
vious that both England and France 
wished to preserve peace on account 
of their unpreparedness, while Rus- 
sla was poorly equipped, and had not 
yet recovered from the effect *>f the 
Japanese war and the Revolution of 
1905. 

The two matters which Dr. Colby 
considered of the greatest Importance 
during this week of negotiation were 
the issue between Russia an* Ger- 
many regarding mobilization; and the 
attitude of Great Britain towards 
Germany and Austria on the one hand 
and towards France and Russia on 
the other hand. 

From the very first, said Dr. Colby, 
Russia adopted a clear-cut policy to- 
wards Austria and Germany. Russia 
stated to Austria that she would do 
all In her power to Bee that Serbia 
adopted any reasonable demands made 
upon her, but Russia disagreed with 
Austria when the latter said that the 
dispute was one which concerned Aus- 
tria and Serbia alone, Germany also 
claimed that the matter was one 
which concerned only the two states 
at odds, but when the 48 hours' ulti- 
matum was presented, supported Aus- 
tria In every way. Russia's mobiliza- 
tion was brought ahout by the general 
call to arms of Austria. Russia had 
no stHh system of railways on her 
border as had Germany, nor was her 
army In such a state of efficiency ns 
wss Germany's. Thus Russia could 
not postpone a movement which Ger- 
many might put off until the very 
eve of war. 

The diplomacy of Sir Edward Grey 
in dealing with the situation which 
had arisen In Europe was explained in 
detail, by the lecturer, who pointed 
out that both Aaqnlth and Grey post- 
poned nil definite action until Parlia- 
ment eould give them whole-hearted 
support, no sincere were England's 
peace mntlvea, nnrt en complete was 
the absence of all aggressive feeling.

It H valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
extent of at least twenty-five days' labor on each forty acres.
